New York, Jan. 16. — A Mndrid sp?'- 
cial to Tho World says : Tlie qnccii 
regent auented gladly to the oatliues of 
a Mbeme for OatMm refamu whioli 
E*remier Oanoras submitted to hor yes- 
terday at a cabinet council over which 
8hepre8ide<l. ,Tii explainiuK hin plans the 
premier informwl the qneen that he be- 
lieves the moment is fast approaohiiiK 
when it will be both possible and expe- 
dient to gire to Onlia -moire esteniiTe re- 
fontas than than reoentlx gmated to 
Porto Rico. 

The govemraent ha.«s already drawn 
np decrees which the minister of tin- 
colonics will proiunlgate. They embody 
all that can he done within the terms of 
the law voted by the cortos. 

The council of stat(> will be cousultt d 
Shortly coucerniiiK another decree to be 
is.sued by Premier Canovas hiniHolf to 
Kr;int t(i botli Cuba and Pt)rto Rico still 
Uri'iiti r coiice.sKions in the shape of self- 
Kovcrnmt'iit. The oortcH will be con- 
voked to nitify this act, of which the 
execntivc assnnies the responsibility. 

With a view to promoting the pacifi 
cation of tlic West Indies, KciuTal am- 
nesty for the political, press and ordi- 
nary offt>nders will be i)r(K'lainii'd < n 
the littb^ kind's saint day, .Jan. 'ZH, and 
the Madrid newspaperH believe the Cu- 
ban reforms will bo published early in 
February without awaitinff tho results 
of the ndlitan^ operations which Ueu- 
eral Weyler u now pushing mare ac- 
tively. 

The government will not undertake 
tvlff reforms in the West Indies apart 
ttaa the political and administrative 
concessions, because the wishes of the 
oolcmieH in that rcRard clash seriously 
with the Spanish trade and manufa< - 
tnring interests. But in order to secure 
the good will of the United States, tlie 
Spanish statesmen will certainly oblige 
the protectionists to assent to West In- 
dian tariff reform redprooitj treaty 
with the United States aftcrwuxl. 

The goTemmeut is obliged to ap- 
'nroaoh uie reforming of the colonial 
nriff oantiooslj on account of consider- 
atkoa at home poUtioe and also because 
a obang» in the oonuneraial regime uat- 
mttj will affept the rareuM of tfie 
Ottba n treanuy, VUoh la dhlef^ derired 
from customs. 

The Spanish goremment flrmly in- 
gists upon the principle said to have 
been emphasised reoentigr by the Duke 
of Tetoan in his dedaiathm to Seore* 
taiT Olney that Spain can not admit the 
right of any foreign power, however 
friendly, to enter uninvited into a dis- 
of Cuban reforms. Neverthe- 
while cwefully guarding its legal 
ta, the Spanish government is much 
led, in appreciation of the friendly 
attitude of nesident Cleveland and 
Secretary Olney, to enter into an in- 
formal discussion of what should bo 
done to sc^cure peace. 

The pniblciiis now being studied by 
the two KovtTinuents is how to make 
the insular councils of admiuistrati(iii 
as much as possible like the American 
le(;islatnre without intrcnchinK njioii 
the le+fislative jurisdiction of t\n'. impe- 
rial parliament and leaving untouched 
all the powers uud control of the exeoa- 
tive and its re pro ee n tatiTee in the colo- 
nies. ' 

The Spanish Kovernment is disposed 
to expand niuuicipal administrative au- 
thority and provincial self-ffovt riimcut, 
but not to Ki"aut to the colonies control 
ov(^r or th(! initiative in taxation, finance 
or tarifTs, except through their represen- 
tatives in the imperial parliament. But 
it is willinfr to allow tlie insular cotin- 
cils to express opinions on those matters 
and to give them the right of petition to 
the executive for any modtfloation 
deemed expedient. 

M'KINLEY'8 CUB AN POUOV. 

It WIU DUtor Very UMU Vrom the Ob« 
Adopted hy Olovataud. 

PirrsBURO, Jan. 16.— The Cuban pol- 
icy of the McKinley administration will 
differ very little from that which has 
been laid down by President Cleveland 
and his secretary ot state. This state- 
ment is based oo remarks made to a re- 
porter by the man who will be premier 
of the next administration, Senator 
John ShcRBan, at the Union depot last 
night. 

Senator Sherman said, in answer to a 
question: "I think the United Stat<s 
government should not interfere with 
the Cuban war, either to aid in its set- 
tlement, or do anything which would 
make a peaceful government of the 
island a charge ou this country. I un- 
derstand on high antliority that Prime 
MinisttT Canovas has outlined a pro- 
gram of governmental i-eforms which 
will be applied both in Spain and 
in Cuba. These reforms will give the 
Cubans practical autonomy and will, I 
hope, settle the question. " 

SPAIN'S REPORT OP IT.

Havana, Jan. 16.— At Canno, near 
BemedioB, province of Santa Clara, on 
Jan. 11, the column of troops command- 
ed by deneral Solano was engaged with 
an iniaiyeot force, which left 8S men 
killed and a qoantity of ammnnitlon on 
thefleld and retired with its wounded. 
The e^poaifrda had a lieutenant and two 



soldiers kille<l and a captain and 15 sol- 
diers wounded. 

Dnring a number of skirmishps in 
Santa ('i:ir!i. Matanzas and Pinar del 
Rio rcct ntly the governnient troops 
have destroyed many insnrgent canij)s 
and have burned a large number of 
huts. The insurgents left 80 men killed 
and 14 carbines on tlie scene ^)t' tiies ■ 
enfrsigemerits and retired witli their 
wounded. The troops had two men 
killed and Ave wounded. 

SPRINGER MAKES A REPORT. 

Wliat Took PiMo la Havauk Daiinc tbo 
Atssa— of Coaaal IiM. 

Washinoton, .Tan. 15.— Mr. Springer, 
United States vice consul gemral at 
Havana, is in this city on lt'avt« of ali 
Henre from his post. He has had a per 
gonal interview with Secretary Oluey 
endsetontfully all that took plac^ in Ha- 
vana during (General Lee's absence from 
that city while he (Mr. Springer) acted 
as consul general and also the status of 
affairs at the date of his own departure 
for thf United States. 

Mr. Springer was also in conferoncc 
yesterday with Assistant Secretary 
R<x-khill. touching the cotidition of 
Aniericm citizens now in confinement 
in Cuba, and t he various claims now 
before the state department preferred 
liy persons who have suflfered In person 
or property from the war.

IC— Uii the com 
plaint of Arturo Baldasauoy Tope te, the 
Spanish consul, Enrique Trujillo, editor 
of the Cuban newspaper El Porvenir 
was nrrt'sted yesterday. The prisoner 
^vas taken before United Statt-s Com- 
missioner Shidds, who fixed his bail at 
92,600, and set the examination for next 
week. The warrant upon which the 
arrest wai made charges that Trujillo 
aided and abetted in a military expedi 
tion to Cuba by means of the steamship 
Hona, which left this port on Nov. tt. 
18:)5. Trujillo fumishei a c&sh bond 
for his appearance. 

To PnrchMo Ciitia. 

Washdkitoii. Jan. 16.— Representa- 
tive Spencer of Misdaslppi has intro- 
duced in the house a bill which reads as 
follows: "The secretary of state Ifl 
herehy authorized to olfer to the gov- 
ernment of Spain a sum of money not 
to exceed |;:2(K),000,COO for the purchase 
of the island of Cuba ; and the sum of 
.^10.000, or so much thero<if as may be 
necessarv, to defray the expenses of 
pending uegottatloiia ia hetebgr appro- 
priated." .

New York, Jan. Hi,— Tho Cuban 
junta has received a letter fromCJeneral 
Maximo Gomez dat«d Ciengo Majeso, 
Dec. 25.

He sends his thanks for the 
nromptnees with which the cargoes 
nave been forwarded to him, and adds 
that in the fntore he will let the junta 
know where to forward to him other 
suppliee and ammn nition .

St. Louls, Jan. — The most impor- 
tant feature of the conference of the 
leaders of the Commonweal conference, 
just concluded at the Liudell hotel, is a 
resolution of "Oeneral" Jbcob 8. Coxey 
calling for a s(>cond asseiiibliii;,' of the 
unemployoil w(jrkingm( n all over the 
country for tho purpose of making such 
a demonstration as shall appeal to tlie 
legislative braaohee, not only of con- 
gress, but of every state in the Union, 
in the hope of inducing legislation that 
will omehorate the preeent condition of 
the workixunnen. 

In short General Oosey's reaolntion is 
a revival of the agitation of a couple of 
yean aga This resolution, which is 
destined to become as famous as Coxey 's 
first proclamation, colls upon the unem 
ployed workingmen of every city and 
hamlet in the United States to assemble 
in the public square or other public 
places on Feb. M, Washington's birth- 
day, in open maasmeeting. The purpose 
of these maasmeetinga ia to demonstrat e 
in the most practicaTmaimer the extent 
of distress and destitution prevalent 
throughou t the country.

Mr. Sherman was asked if any other 
cabinet officials had heoi settled up«in 
by Major McKinley and replied tiiat ho 
did not know of any others. 

Senator Sherman was in tho city a 
little more than three hours and all the 
while was at the McKinley home, where 
ha took lunch together with other prom 
inent oallen. The interview confirming 
his offer and acceptance of the premier- 
ship was given .the Aaaodated fteas as 
he was boardingaa eaatboand Pennsyl- 
vania train for Washington. 

Senator Bozrowa. who came with 
Senator Sherman, left with him. At 
the atatiou the Michigan atateamun 
said: 

"Tou con taj that I had a rerr plea.s- 
ant talk with Major McKinley.*'^ 

"Has General Alger been decided 
upou for the war portfolio?" was asked. 

"I can not say.'^ 

"You are here in the interest of Gen- 
eral Alger, are yon not, senator?"

The state pardon board heai d 
his case yesterday in the warden's ofilce. 
Dr. A. B. Biohardaon, anparintendent 
of the Etate inaane hospital here, exam- 
ined Miller, and aaid that, in hia opin- 
ion, the priaonar was nndoabtedly in- 
sane. 

Judge Royer of Tiffin was also pres- 
ent, it was developed that Milh>r had 
had a p«!rfirt arsenal at Tiffin, storeil 
with all kind.s of small arms aud ammu- 
nition, and had repeiitedly stated that 
he proposed to "fight the universe."

Company's weekly re^^ew of trade says : 
The gr( atest growth and prosjierity tho 
country had ever seen came suddenly 
in IS?!), after several montliH of disap- 
pointment, because specie resnmption 
had not yet brought the benefits expect- 
ed. It in not the largest and most pow- 
erful vessel that can be started most 
(jnickly, and it takes time for new con- 
fidence to reach through easier money 
markets, larger orders, re.-iuiuing mills, 
expanding employment, and larger dis- 
tribution, to the results which make 
still greater and lasting gain possible. 
Such gradaal and steady improvement 
has been in pr ogrea a for more than two 
months. 

The output of pig iron has gained 19.8 
percent in December and 41.0 per cent 
since Oct. 1. The output of coke has in- 
cre;ised 88.7 per cent since Oct. 1. Sales 
of wool nave again become large, 
though not ret fully reported. Money 
marketa feu a steady increa.se in de- 
mand for commercial and mannfoctor- 
iug loans. Additional works have gone 
into operation each week in January 
and the working foroe ia larger than at 
any oth?r time for six months. Best of 
all, there is so little cracy excitement 
that the gain may be ascribed to the de- 
liberato judgment of the ablest and 
meat prudent men in business. It is 
not a time of high prices. Many are 
onsiotM to get early hold on the market 
are making for the moment lower prices 
than they could afford to maintain. 
Some have secured orders enough for 
months to come, and begin to be less 
keen incompetition. 

With the increas(> in output of pig 
iron to 169,720 tons weekly, agjiinst 
I4'2,'^78 last month, the price'is a shade 
lower at the east and Chicago, bnt 
heavy purchases already advance Bes- 
semer a shade at Pittsburg. A s;ile of 
lO.fKK) tons, Tennessee No. 4. for ex'port 
will yield only .$:i.K7 l-'2 at the mill and 
tiie shipment of -',()()0 tons of billets to 
Manchester will yield only $1") at Pitts- 
burg. Steel bar- have been reduced to 
I cent and some other linished prodacts 
|1 per ton. but the demand on the 
whole is st<>adily gruwimr. The coko 
out pat has risen from .")0,(W0 to i>4,.M J 
tons weekly, and minor metals are a 
shade stronger. 

Textile manufactures are not enconr- 
a'^ed by the demand for gfxxls which 
scarcely increase, though more print 
cloths werci sold than for many weeks. 
But some mode of clearing away the 
enormous surplus has become a neces- 
sity. Lower prices are expected in 
goods, and slow baying is not unnatural 
since cotton has fallen 17.8 percent 
from Sept. II, print cloths 7 percent, 
bleached goods 3 1-2 to 5 1-2, and brown 
goods 2 l-'i, 3 and 4 per cent. 

Though woolen grxxis do not improve, 
there have been enormous purchases of 
wool by larse mills not in records, 
which cover for two weeks of Januarv 
11,110,800 pounds at the three ch}ef 
markets, against 11.817,000 last year 
and 10,678.sl5 in 18!),"). 

Some large purchases of leather, in- 
cluding 10,000 sides of groin, indicate 
that some shoe manufacturers are see- 
ing their wav to more active woi-k and 
shipments from the east in January 
thus far are 90 per cent larger than Luit 
year. Hides atOliioago are 91-a per 
cent lower. 

The wheat market has varied but 
slightly, closing one-fonrth of a cent 
lower. Western reoeipta for the week, 
1,606,032 bushels, against 3,016.374 last 
year, are checked by atorma and by cur- 
rent prices in view of formers' expecta- 
tions. Atlantic exports were 1,466,408 
bnahela, flour included, and for two 
weeks 8,484,817, againat 4,488,100 last 
year. December expcrta were 10,86(5,- 
519 bnahela, Atlantic, floor included, 
a gain of 3,701,000 and 6,118,018, Pacific, 
a gain of 1,057,000 bushels. Traders be- 
gin to realize that enormous exports of 
corn are taking the place of wheat Ui 
foreign consumption, and will lessen 
the demand if woeat becomes dearer. 

('otton took a rise of an eighth ou a 
trader's estimate, without change in 
conditions. 

F.iiluros for the week have been 455 
in the United States, against 3!»5 last 
year, and 71 in Canada, against 81 last 
year.

Columbus Convention Decide 
Upon a Scale of Wages. 

G0NFERENG2 WIHI OPERATORa 



It w ill B« Held In Colnmbna on Monday. 
The Miners Will Rafaie n Detente Fund, 
Whiuh Will Be Governed by Certain 
SarrciiaDlH and ICrctrlottoaS— Othor De> 
ings of the Convention. 

Coi.fMBi s, ()., Jan. 16. — The national 
cfinvention of tlio United IMine Workers 
decided to hold a joint conference ^vith 
the operators of OUo and western Penn- 
sylvania in this city next Monday. It 
developed in this connection that the 
Hocking Valley operators have with- 
drawn frem the Ohio Coal association, 
and while they would not join in the 
call for the conference, would attend as 
individual operators. 

On recommendation of the scale com- 
mittee the convention decided that the 
price per ton for pick mining shall be 
ti9 cents in Pennsylvania. tiO cents in 
tho Hocking valley, 60 cents in Indiona, 
05 cents in the Grape creek (Illinois) 
district, and the minnig rate of 1894 in 
the balance of Illinois ; that the price 
per ton for loading and drilling after 
iiuM^hines in Penn.sylvauia, Uhio aud 
Illinois bo three-fifths of the price for 
pick mining, and that the price per ton 
for entering, drilling and loading ma- 
chine cwd in Indiana shall be four-flfths 
of the pick mining rate in that stato, 
and prices for all other maohine work 
shall advance in proportion. 

The committee on di^ense fund aab> 
raitted the following report, which waa 
adopted : 

'■Whereas, the eighth annual conven- 
tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America, after a lengthy diaoaaaion, 
concluded that a defense fund would be 
advantageous to the mining craft, aaid 
defense fund to be gnarded byaooh 
saf egaarda and restriotiona as shall se- 
cure to the members of our or- nnization 
tlie best results from it, and t 'l .11 act so 
as to protect all those in good standing 
in our (organization against wn)ngdoing 
on the part of their employers ; among 
these s;ifeguards being one which shall 
provide that its uc<;umuluting fund shall 
not be d- iwn upon until it has been one 
vear in existence, or until it has reached 
the sum of jioO.OUO. Said fund shall be 
biuiked in the name of the nation^ olti- 
cers and the preaidenta of the reqwotlTe 

districts. 

"When demands are made on the 
funds, the case shah l)t> investigated by 
the national exeeutiv • board, who shall 
flubniit thi- result of their investigation 
to the members ot the organization ; 
and the vote of the members shall de- 
termine whether sa:(i demand shall be 
granted or not. li it where the in- 
vestigation of the e.vi cntiv»« board is not 
favorable to the loc;;! subdistrict or dis- 
trict making tho clain. the repreSeiita- 
tivcis of said local s rxlistrict or district, 
shall have the right i o have their side 
presented to the liie i bers ut tlie same 
time tiiat the case i) presentetl by the 
extM utive hoard, a a 1 said representa- 
tives shall submit t'l ircaseto the ua- 
tional secretary, and the si'cretary shall 
bciid both siiiteiiieiit> to the membiTS at 
the ,-aiue time. If ll " vote of tlie ne in- 
bers be favorable tn the j)arlii s mailing 
the claim, they shall be poid such sum 
as si Kill be agreed vpon at the UOXt an- 
nual convention. 

"Th(^ payment to this defense fund 
shall not be less than 26 cauts per 
month. No claim shall be valid, how- 
ever, uuless tho members affected shall 
have oompUed with the constitution in 
every particular with reapect to the saa- 
pensiou of work or of ooming on a 

strike. 

"The executive iK.ard shall draft a 
circular embodying t'leso polntB and 
shall send it to the !o -.ds of the organ- 
ization, who shall \o,.e on the some, 
and shall instruct thc*ir delegates to the 
next annual convention. 

"It must be distinctly understood that 
no money shall be drawn from this 
fund without a majority vote of the 
members of the orgauizauon, and when 
so voted on, the money may be drawn 
by the jignatore presented to the book 
of such member m the trustees of tiie 
fund aa ahaU be agreed apon by the 
next oonventlOD." 

The oonventioo ordered the claim of 
John Fahayof Pittaborg for t781for 
^^Niaea and aerrioe xanderad in 1886, 

Amendmenta to the oonatition were 
adopted, providing that local unions 
must have been memberaof the national 
organisation and paid dues regularly 
for at least six months before they can 
send delegates to the national conven- 
tion ; also, that hereafter no delegate-at- 
large shall be admitted to the national 
conventions.

Beadle, a well known newspaper writer 
and author, died here yesterday.

Gruiiulali'd Huj^ur ia of the same compo- 
sition, as far as Nacchariuo qualities are 
concerned, as loaf, cut loaf, cube and 
crashed and differs from them only in 
that its crystals do not cohere.

"The basis of every disease known to 
man is bacteria," said Dr. L. R. Mteader, 
W&6 has made a life study of bacteriology 
at home and abroad. 

"We have investigated far enough to 
make that assertion withoipt fear ol eon 
tradiction, although the bacteria causing 
a number of diseases, among them yellow 
fever, scarlet fever, smallpox and leprosy, 
have not as yat been ifikaMAf dis« 
covered. 

"They aro of round, curved and straight 
shapes, and so small that a most power 
ful glass is required to detect their 
presence. 

"Bacteria swarm everywhere. Some 
are dangerous, others are harmless. 
Certain flavors are pi oihiced in butter by 
bacteria. They fiavor cheese; milk is 
soured by tbem; vinegar ia formed by 
bacteria growth, and aloobol ia tba pro- 
duct of bacteria. 

" Oancen are oaoaed by bacteria in the 
nature of a parasite. 

"All decomposition is produced by bac- 
teria. 

" Malaria is caused by the wind blow- 
ing across the marshy ground and carry- 
ing germs in the form of minute vegeta- 
ble organisms into the throat and langa 
of mankind. 

"All these dlBcoveries have been made 
in the last few years and experiments 
are daily being made to breed them and 
at the same time find a destroyer. 

" In 1873 Koch, a (ierman, established 
the relation of medicine to bacteriology, 
but could not detect one spedea from the 
other, as is now done. 

" Typhoid baccillus was discovered by 
Alberth, a German, in 1880. 

" Diphtheria germs were discovered in 
1883 by Loeffler, a German. 

"Tuberculosis baccillus waa found by 
Kocb March 24th, 1882, and his con- 
clusions have never been disputed. 

"Glanders germs were discovered in 
1S82. 

"The baccillus of lockjaw was found by 
Nicoli in 1884. The blood of a horse is 
inocolated with the diseased germs and 
the serum injected, wUoh acts as an- 
titoxin and cures. 

"Bacteria which generate gases in the 
tissues and cause the limbs to swell were 
discovered by Welsh and Nuttal in 1891. 
The only remedy is to amputate. The 
disease is rare, accompanies injnriea and 
seems to follow gangrene. 

"The baccillus of measles waa found by 
a Pole, Czlakowski, in 1892. The germs 
are in the blood. 

"The bacteria nf influenza were discov- 
ered by Pfeifier, a German, in 1802. 

"llie plague which is now rag^g in 
India ia caused by germs discovered by 
Kittasato, a Japaneee, in 1894. 

"In this connection our Japanese 
brethren are not behind in the science of 
medicine. Two of their physicians, Ogato 
and Jsuhira, discovered that the blood 
contained antitoxin."

Seldom has this community been more 
Kreatly shocked than it was yesteiday at 
noon, when th* aad newa of Mr. Henry 
C. Barkley's death spread rapidly over 

the city. 

Many of his friends did not even know 
he wea alek, and they oould hardly be- 
Uere the flrat rep<Krt» but it wm all too 

true. 

Mr. Barkley had been complaining 
somewhat for a few days and waa not ai 
Ida plaoe o( bllrineos thnrodey. 

Friday morning he was np and about 
the liouse and feeling so much better 
that at 9 o'clock he told his son Harry 
and Mr. W. H. Means, who baa tor years 
been connected with him in business, 
(hat he intended coming down to the 
Store during the day. Both insisted on 
his remaining at home. 

Shortly before noon lie was suddenly 
taken worse. Drs. Shackleford and Heed 
were hastily summoned, and while they 
were at his bedside he suddenly sank 
beok, exiting almoet iastenfly. 

He had suffered the last day or so with 
severe pain?, at times, in his left side, 
and his death is attributed to some dis- 
ease of the heart 

Deceaaed waa a aon of William and 
Mary Barkley, and waa abootaixty-seven 
years of age. He .was bora in the west- 
ern part of Lewia Coonty, bat came to 
Mayaville early in yoatb, aad apeal the 
reet of his life here. 

For over iialf a century he had been 
identitied with the business interests of 
ilayivillei Fifty years ago, Jannary 6th, 
he began hia bnainoai career in this city as 
a clerk for Mr. W. W. Lamar, now of Au 
rora, Ind., but who was then conducting 
a store at the southwest coraer of Second 
aad Maricet atreeta.! 

On July'lst, 1880, ho with the late 
Colonel Frank S. Owens and V. O. Pink 
|ard engaged in tlie hardware bosibees 
rheie the Central Hotel now stands, an 
sr the firm name of Owens, Pinkard & 
rkley. On February 6th, 186:i, their 
►blishment was destroyed by fire. 
January let, 1864, Colonel Owens 
an<f Mr. Barkley formed a partnership 
and again embarked in the hardware 
business, in the building now occupied 
by the Frank Owens Hardware Company. 
Beginning in a limited scale, they bail t 
up one of the most extensive and lucra- 
tive trades in the upper Ohio Valley, 
covering a large territory in Kentucky, 
Ohio and West Virginia. In the twenty- 
five years or more these two men were as- 
sociated in business, it was a pardonable 
boast of each that not a harsh or unkind 
word had ever passed between them. 

A taw yean ago Mr. Barkley reUred 
from the firm of O. & B. and from that 
on waa engaged in the shoe business. 

In 1848 deceaaed united with the 
Christian Oharoh, under the mlnialry of 
the late Bev. Richard 0. Blokette. He 
waa a member of the committee that 
superintended the buildingof the present 
house of worship, had served the church 
ai Treaaurer, Deacon and Elder, and was 
one of ita oldest, most taitbf ol and most 
zealous members. 

His had been a busy and a useful life, 
and in his death Maysville |loses one of 
ber best and most highly rsepeoted 
citisens. 

His wife, who was Miss Isabelie Howell, 
survives, with three daughters and two 
SOBS. He leaves three brothera, Mr. T. J. 
Barkley, of Cincinnati, Mr. S. B. Barkley, 
of Index, Mo., and Mr. L». L. Barkley, of 
Lawrence, Kansas. He also leaves two 
aisters, Mnk Bebeoea Means aad Miss 
EUsa Barkley, both of Tolleeboro. 

The funeral will occur Monday at 11 
a. m. at the family residence, with ser- 
vices by Rev. 8. D. Dutcher. Interment 
at the MaysviUe Cemetery.

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Aeeonntinc For tho r roeoioeo by Whleh 
the Water Tnraod to Blood at the Com- 
of Mae 00 A Plant May Have 
Mm wataial <l>ion> Kaiployod. 

The accotmt of the turning of the 
waters of the Nile into blood is fonnd 
in Bxodus vil, 16-95. At the command 

i f CJod, MoBci Birctched out the sym- 
bolic rod, itself a miraculous portent, 
over the waters and smote the Nile in 
the sight of Pharaoh. "And all the wa- 
ters that wpre in the river were turned 
to blood. And the flsb that were in the 
river died, and the river stank, and the 
Egyptians could not drink of the water 
of the river." Tlie miracle extended 
to all tho canals and reservoir.'^ and even 
domestic supplies of Egypt, as verse 19 
says, "Upon their streams (canals), 
upon their rivers (braoobesof the Nile), 
upon their ponds (or lakes) and upon 
all their pools of water (reservoirs) and 
upon the water both in vessels of wood 
and in vessels of stone" — that is, the 
stone cisterns at the corners of the 
streets, and the domestic vessels in the 
honses. In this aooount, may not one 
say in passiBg tiiat, in the very descrip- 
tion of the operation of the plague, the 
historian proves his intimate acquaint- 
ance with the details of the geography 
of Egypt and of the home life of its peo- 
ple, which is strongly presumptive of 
personal observation of what he de- 
soribesF Is there anything like it today 
in tho phenomena of the Nile — that is, 
is there any natural condition of tho 
Nile which the miracle could liiy hold 
of and by intensification produce the 
plague? 

For answer, s«js a writer in an Eng- 
lish periodical, let me begin with a 

quotation from Osbum's "Monumental 
History of Egypt." It will lead up to 
tho full explanation. "The sun," says 
Mr. Osburn, "was just rising over the 
Arabian hills, and I was surprised to 
see that the moment its beams stmok 
the water a deep red refleotiao was 
caused. The intensity of the red grew 
with the increase of the light, so that 
even before the di.sk of the sun had risen 
completely above the hills tho Nile 
offered tho appearance of a river of 
blood. Suspecting some iUnsioiy I rose 
quickly and, leaning over the side of the 
boat, found my flrst impression con 
firmed. The entire mass of tho waters 
was opaque and of a dark red, more like 
blood than anything else to which 
could compare it. At the same time, 
saw that the river had risen some inches 
during the night, and the Arabs oameto 
tell me it was the red Nile. " 

I do not use this common phcnome 
non of tho Nile a.s an explanation of 
the plague, because the red Nile, al 
though it has tho appearance of blood, 
has none of the other deadly effects of 
the miracle. On the contrary, it is said 
that the waters of the red Nile are 
specially delicious and refreshing. But 
yet it doe.s point us in the direction we 
must go for our geographical idcutilica 
tioo of tho natural phenomenon and the 
miracnlons plagne. for the reddening 
material which is in the change and 
which may be healthy in a degree of 
moderation may become fatal when 
piesent in an ext-e.^s such as tho plague 
takes for granted. The question is. Is 
there what m^r be called a biood mate 
rial present in the common phenomenon, 
and is there any progf ^that it can as 
sumn such deadly intensifloation as is 
seen in the miracle? ^ 

The naturalist Ehrenberg has investi- 
gated the cause of this blood appearance 
of the Nile and has shown that it arises 
from the presence, not of mnd, as was 
foi a long time supposed, bnt of in 
fnsoria and minntooryptogamons plants 
of a red color. As soon as we know this 
we can s( e tlic operation of the luiracl 
— its operation, though, of course, not 
its originating power— -for one of 
these plants is the alga, and the 
algsB. so minnte in itself (there 
are from 46,666,000,000,000 to 884, 
736,000,000,000 of plants in a cubic 
inch), is capable of the most astonish' 
ing reproductiveuess. It increases so 
rapidly tliat it actually flows. The 
whole bay of the Red sea in 1888 was 
turned to the oolor of blood by its 
presence, and the Elbe seemed to run 
blood from the same cause at the be- 
ginning of this century. Imagine, then, 
this ulga, stimulated by divine power 
to an aljiiormal excess, increasing so as 
not only to color the water, bat to possess 
it, to thicken it indeed into the consist 
ency of blood with frightfnl prodnctive- 
uess, and then you have the plagut-. 

An illustration of such a fact is quot- 
ed by Geikie from Siliman's Journal. 
He says thai Umm is an account of a 
fountain in a oava in 8oath America 
which flowed like blood, whose flnid 
seemed to grow solid, and when it was 
placed in bottles it worked in them and 
burst them, and dogs could eat it, and 
did so greedily. The miracle of Moses 
only needed to intensify the flowing in- 
crease of the alga to something like this 
degree, and then wereaoh the condition 
of the recorded plague, for it is certain 
that the Nile has been known not only 
to have the same look, but also to have 
been bloodlike and to have remained 
fetid for mouths. — Washington Star.
